The ' Books that enccunter with 
prejudices, leading to Trughs through 
unbeaten Paths, require much. longer 
time than others, to obtain the reputa- 
tion their Authors expect t them. And 
T find it but too true in my. ſelf, that 
all thoſe Writers who combate with 
prejudices, are much miſtaken if they 
think by that means, to. recommend 
themſelves to the favour and eſteem of 
others. Poſſibly ſome few, will ſpeak 


bonourably 
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to the Reader. 
bonourably of "them when they are” 
dead. But whilſt they live , they 
| muſt expeFt to be neglefed (I ſpeak | 
experimentally) by moſt people, and 
to be deſpiſed, reviled, and 2h aqine 
even by thoſe, who go for the wiſeſt 
and moſt moderate jort of men.
